‘Roosting

Cobb county’s “roosting man” is going to have to find a new place 


to roost. 


His roosting place, a platform built between four trees, was found 


late yesterday afternoon by Geargia State Trooper R. H. McCutchen, 


assisted by A. D. Cook, a resident 

Cook gave the state trooper a 
brief history of the “roosting man,” 
and stated that he probably knew 
as much about him as any one in 
the section. 

“Blackberry pickers discovered 
him prowling about in the woods 
last Friday,” Cook said. “They 
got only a glimpse of him, and one 
of the pickers said they saw him 
leap, Tarzan fashion, out of a thick 
clump of trees. Then the strange 
man fled, disappearing in the 
swampy undergrowths near the 
river. Last Sunday he was seen 
again, but that was only a brief 
glimpse, also. 

MOTORISTS COMPLAIN 

“Then there have been motor- 
ists who complained of a strange 
man, with a heavy beard, long 
hair, and with a pack on his back, 
throwing sticks and stones at au- 
tomobiles. We also have had re- 
ports of him chasing the cars he 
had first tried to hit. Evidently 
he has a dislike for automobiles.” 

The platform proved to be a 
primitive fortress, the trooper said 
after climbing a tree running 
through the center of the platform. 
A hole beside the tree is just large 
enough to admit a slender man. 

Completely surrounding the plat- 
form are rocks, described as being 
about the size of a brick. 

“They are large enough to crush 
the skull of anyone trying to enter 
the platform through its only en- 
trance,” the state trooper said. 
THATCHED ROOF 

A thatched roof, made of tree 
limbs. covered the platform. while 
old blankets were hung to form 
walls. A mound of pine straw 
had been employed as the “roost- 
ing man’s” bed. 

The platform was so arranged 
among thick foliage that it was 
hardly visible from the ground. 

As a precautionary measure 
a@gainst being discovered in his 
strange hut, the man had cut large 
pine limbs and built a barrier all 
the way around the hut. This bar- 
rier. McCutchen said, was some 50 
or 75 feet away from the hut, and 
anyone approaching would be com- 
pelled to step on and break the 
tree limbs, thus giving an alarm to 
the “roosting man.”

About 150 yards from his roost- 


ing place, the trooper and Cook 
found a pit in which the man had 
done his cooking. The fire-black- 
ened pit, and spits, carved from 
tree limbs, gave mute evidence 
that all cooking was also of a prim- 
itive type. 

A short distance from the pit the 
investigators found a quantity of 
chicken feathers, showing that the 
“roosting man’s” principal diet had 
been chickens. 

“Ever since we first found evi-

Japs Force Koreans To Massacre 
Americans in Bayonet Practice 


CHUNGKING, June 26.—(UP). 


Inexperienced Korean troops who, 


trembled so they could not wield 
their weapons effectively were 
forced by the Japanese to bayonet 


to death 154 American and Brit- 
ish prisoners of war at a Japanese 
prison camp on April 26, 1944, a 


Korean sublieutenant said today. | 


The sublieutenant, whose name 
cannot be revealed,#deserted the 
Japanese at Swatow in March and 
arrived in Chungking this month. 
The massacre he described occur- 
red at a prison camp near Zent- 
suji on Shikoku island. The vic- 
tims were killed because they 
were ill. 

The Korean said he had been 
forced by the Japanese to join 


their afmy and was on a mission | 
to the Zentsuji camp when he wit-| 


nessed the mass murders, which 
he attributed mostly to a shortage 


of food—and also to a desire by’ 
the Japanese to provide bayonet |

troops. 


About 200 Jap soldiers partici-. 
pated in the bayoneting, the Ko- 
rean said. They were divided into 
three groups, each of which was 


allowed about 50 prisoners. The 
Koreans shivered so they could not 
kil] a man with one swerd stroke. 
Other prisoners saw the whole 
proceedings. 

The Japanese tied each prisoner 
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to a wooden cross and the Jap-, 


anese major in charge told his 
victims: 

“You are all Christians and it 
will be glory for you to die in the 
same way as Jesus Christ. As 
Jesus Christ had a resurrection 
in three days, you will certainly 
have one also.” : 

The slaughter continued until 
late afternoon. 

The Japanese have five large 
camps for prisoners of war in 
Japan proper, the Korean said. 
One is in the vicinity of Kukawa, 
near Tokyo. The others are Zent- 
suji, Fukuoku or Kyushu and 
Moji and Shimoneseki in the west- 
ern part of Japan. There are also 
large camps in Korea at Seoul 
and Chemulpo; one at Kweling, 
Formosa, and another at Kiang- 
wan, near Shanghai.

Jap Chiefs 
On Okinawa 
Found Dead 


OKINAWA, June 26.—(UP)— 
The bodies of Lt Gen Mitsuru 
Ushijima, Japanese commander in 
chief on Okinawa, and his chief of 
staff, Lt. Gen. Isama Cho, were 
found yesterday in shallow graves 
on the southern sea cliff where 
they had been taken after a dra- 
matic hara-kiri ceremony. 

_The two generals had decided to 
kill themselves June 21 when their 
last stronghold, an elaborate sys- 
tem of inter-connecting caves on 
Mabuni ridge, had been surren- 
dered, according to a prisoner of 


war, 

The prisoner, who had been 
Gen. Ushijima’s cook, told the 
story of the joint suicide. Both of- 
ficials were placed in the graves 
at the base of the sea cliffs by 
their orderlies after their death. 

On June 21 the cook was or- 
dered to prepare an elaborate din- 
ner for a special occasion, he told 
American officers. 

At 3 o’clock the following morn- 
ing, the cook was preparing break- 
fast when the general’s orderly 
whispered that the general and his 
chief of staff were going to com- 
mit hara-kiri. 

Forty minutes later, both gen- 
erals walked silently to a narrow 
ledge outside the cave mouth, fol- 
lowed by aides. 

The two generals talked in low 
tones as heavy comforters were 
spread on the ledge. Over the 
comforter was placed a white 
sheet, symbolizing death. 

Ushijima knelt on the sheet in 
the customary position, “sawair.” 
Gen. Cho knelt on his left. 

Ushijima’s aide then approached 
with two knives, half of each 
blade wrapped in white cloth. He 
handed one to each general. 

The general’s adjutant stood di- 
rectly behind Ushijima with drawn 
saber. Both generals had opened 
their blouses to bare their abdo- 


' mens 


VUshijima thrust the knife deep 
and at the same instant the ad- 
jutant slast.ed him across the back 
of the neck with the sword, sever- 
ing his spinal cord. A moment 
later Gen. Cho died in the same 
manner.

Number Comes Up 
For Fine Young Man 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala.—I went around to pay 

my respects to friends at the Birmingham News 

ahem ta office. Vincent Townsend, the city editor, asked 

me if I remembered meeting a flight officer on the trip from Cairo 
to Tehran, Iran, named Jim Solomon. 

I told him I certainly did remember him because he was from 
Georgia and was flying the plane. He was from Blakely, Ga. 

And then Townsend told me the bad news. Lt. Solomon died 
in a plane crash last Friday in the high Sierras near Colfax, Cal., 
the plane crashing and burning in a thousand-foot gorge. YWwo 
student officers and an engineer also died in the crash. (Townsend 
is related to Solomon and his. family.) 

They will never know, of course, but I will never believe he 
was at the controls when it happened. It must have been one of 
the students who got caught in one of those terrific drafts of wind 
that all big mountains throw at pilots. Jim Solomon was used to 
flying mountains that make the Sierras look tame. 


’ I remember very well meeting him. We 
All-Georgia Crew? left the Cairo airport at 2:30 in the morn- 
ing in one of those huge C-46 type planes, known generally as the 
Curtis Commando. This was, of course, a plane on the Air Trans- 
port Command route. We had a load of freight, most of it being 
a huge amount of sheet aluminum. I remember being startled at 
what a big lot of it they had got in the plane. There was other 
freight and 14 passengers. 

I had been meeting a lot of Georgia people and when we got 
in the plane Wilbur Forrest, of the Herald Tribune, said, “An all- 
Georgia crew, I assume.” We had joked a lot about meeting so 
many Georgians and so I said, “Naturally. This is a tough run 
and they instinctively would staff it with Georgians.” I was almost 
as surprised as. he when, an hour later, we met the pilot and learned 
he really was from Georgia. 

Jim Solomon grew up around Edison and Blakely, Ga. He 
went to Georgia Military Academy and from there to Sewanee. 
When the war came on he left school and graduated from a flying 
school at Macon and from there went to the Air Transport Command. 
He was based at Cairo and for 18 months flew the North Africa 
and India routes. He was so good at the job they picked him to 
help establish the Air Transport setup from Tehran into Russia 
that brought out American fliers who had been brought down on 
Russian soil while on these shuttle bombing missions over Ger- 
many. He and three other pilots were cited for their services in 
establishing this run, 

A short time ago he was sent home and was serving as an 1n- 
structor in California when his number came up. He was a fine 
young man with a magnificent record and there will be genuine 
sorrow along the ATC routes when they learn of his death. They 
will shake their heads and repeat the old axiom of war that the 


good ones always go first. 

I recall his kindness to me on this trip. I had said 
Bagdad to one of the crew that I had never seen Bagdad and 
was sorry we wouldn’t see it on this trip, our route being slightly 
to the left of iit. I thought no more of it, but got a couple of 
blankets and spread them on the sheet aluminum and went to 
sleep. The next I knew someone was shaking me. I woke and 
it was the flight sergeant. “The lieutenant said to wake you,” he 
said. “We will be passing over Bagdad in a moment.” I looked 
out the small window and there below, in the dawn, were the flat 
green fields along the Euphrates river and in a few minutes we 
flew right over Bagdad. It looked deserted in the early morning, 
but it looked like a magic city, the sun catching the yellow domes 
and making them look warm and soft. There was a glint from 
the tiled domes of the mosques. It is best to see Bagdad from the 
air because it is not so magic-like, being always dusty and dirty and 
offering very little to the visitor. What it was like in the time of 
the thousand and one nights and in the time of Ala Baba I don’t 
know. It looked good from the air that morning. 

From there we went on up and flew over the great jagged peaks 
of the Elburz mountains until at last we began to make the cork- 
screw approach to Tehran. 

Jim Solomon knew how to fly in mountains. And when he 
established that route into Russia he had to fly without beacons 
and without much radio help. It is not easy, flying mountains. I 
mean real mountains. Sometimes, going over the hump from India 
into China, a route he had flown, the down drafts will suck a plane 
down two or three thousand feet in a matter of seconds. I talked 
with one pilot who got caught in weather and his plane was pulled 
down one of these currents for 3,000 feet and then caught in an 
updraft and thrown 5,000 feet higher. He came out of it upside 
down but got her back and bucked that weather on to Kumming. 
The story of the ATC is one of the great stories of the war. We 
could not have won it without the Air Transport Command. 

Well, there isn’t anything one can say. So many fine young men 
have died and more will die before it is done. I do not see how 
there can be any thoughtful person who will not try to be worthy 
of their sacrifice by working for a peace which will be as lasting 
as man can make it.

Who Deserves Credit 
For Original Idea? 


Glancing over some advance publicity for a 


new motion picture which stars Fred Allen, of 4 


‘ radio comedy fame, and which is to be shown 
in Atlanta in the near future, I was surprised to discover that the 
basic idea of the plot was the same as in a picture we saw in To- 
ronto in the summer of 1941. 

For the benefit of those planning to see the Allen picture, let me 
say at once that the film we witnessed in Toronto was, beyond 
doubt, just about the funniest seen in many years of movie-going. 
At least I believe all of the family who were there that night—five 
of us—laughed more and more uncontrollably than we had at any 
previous screen entertainment we had attended. 

And, promptly refuting those slaves to modern mythology who 
believe the English have no sense of humor, let it be revealed at 
once that the Toronto picture was of British manufacture, starring 
a British comedian whose name, unfortunately, | have now forgot- 
ten, and with an all-British cast and production. 

Undoubtedly the Allen film is very different in its treatment of 
the central theme. The comedy will, I am sure, be worked out in 
different style. The fact that Allen brings his own brand of fun, 
aided and abetted by such laugh producers as Jack Benny, Robert 
Benchley, Jerry Colonna, etc., etc., guarantees individualistic treat- 
ment. 

But I doubt if it is any funnier than the English comedy. As a 
matter of fact, it couldn't be. Even if it is not quite as funny, it 
will still be uproarious. I think I']l try to see it for the sake of com- 
parison, if for no other.

As far as I can discover, there is no credit given, in the press 
book on the Allen picture, for the original idea. That is, to the 
author of the script for that English picture. 

Probably, however, the English script writer stole the idea from 
someone else. And someone else probably stole it from yet an- 
That is how ideas slip around. 

I wouldn't, therefore, accuse the producers of the Allen show 
of plagiarism. But, I repeat, if Allen has made a picture just al- 
most as funny as that English one, he has a box-office winner. 

Incidentally, considering the boards of censors American-made 
pictures have to appease, it is not likely the Allen show is quite as 
risque as was the other, in spots. 


It is difficult to say where plagiarism 
Even Shakespeare begins and where mere adaptation of an 
idea ends. There are obvious examples of plagiarism which con- 
stitute nothing but rank dishonesty. Theft, to be blunt. 

But there is a perfectly legitimate use of some old idea and its 
adaptation into some truly original, in treatment, literary work. 
Even Shakespeare, students will tell you, secured ideas for most of 
his plays from more ancient works. 

Nowadays it is, however, always safer, if you know the source of 
idea or quotation, to give that source. Give credit where credit is 
due, in other words. 

And, if you are tempted to plagiarize, don’t do it so obviously 
that your guilt is evident to all. At least cover your crime adroitly 
enough so you will not be immediately suspected. 

Don't be so stupid as a schoo] classmate of mine. The class in 
English composition had been assigned to write original essays on 
the subject of “Fire.” | ‘ 

He practically copied, with but slight changes which did not 
improve the text, a humorous story of a fire in a tobacco warehouse 
that appeared, that week, in a weekly publication that 98 per cent 
of the class read. 

Unfortunately, the teacher did not read said publication, so 
chose this composition as the best submitted and told the “author” 
to read it aloud. The jeers and catcalls from the class‘when they 
recognized it were enough to give the little plagiarist an inferiority 
complex for life. Or, at least, to make him honest.

What Did Trunian 
Intend To Do? 


(Editor’s Note: Ernest K. Lindley substitutes 
today for Williams, whose column is unavailable.) 


The more one ponders President Truman’s message on the presi- 
dential succession, the further one is pushed toward the conclusion 
that it showed a sound impulse but insufficient reflection. 


If Truman wants to designate the present speaker of the house, 
Sam Rayburn, as his successor, that is one thing. Rayburn is one 
of the superior men who have held this job. Most of them have 
been mediocrities. If Truman intended to keep Stettinius as secre 
tary of state, his proposal would have been more understandable, 
from a practical viewpoint, because Stettinius has had little political 
experience and is not regarded as “one of the gang” by the regular 
Democratic politicians. But if, as is generally expected, James F. 
Byrnes is to become secretary of state in’ the near future, the 
urgency of the need for a change in the law of succession would 
disappear. Indeed, some Democratic members of the house, like 
most in the senate, would rather have Byrnes than Rayburn as a 
presidential stand-by, as Byrnes would be under existing law. 

The main emphasis in Truman's message should have been on 
the holding of a special national election, for which there is no pro-. 
vision at present. With radio and modern transportation, a national 
election could be held in between two and five months, depending 
chiefly upon the machinery and amount of time agreed upon to 


make party nominations. 
If all the states were to adhere to their present 
Long Process methods of choosing and instructing delegates 
to national conventions, it probably would take from three to five 
months to hold a special national election, allowing six to eight 
weeks for campaigning after the nominations had been made. By 
short cuts in choosing delegates this time might be reduced. It 
could be reduced sharply if, for the purpose of a special election, 
nominations were made by existing party groups, such as the na- 
tional committees, or the state committees, or the members of the 
senate and house, or by the governors, or by some combination of 
these. , 
Our present machinery for the regular presidential campaigns 
every four years is unnecessarily slow and cumbersome. Ordi- 
narily, it is a problem for a candidate to find means of using his 
time effectively between his nomination and the opening of an active 
campaign, usually after Labor Day or later. 


The president in office, if he is renominated and has had a good 
record, usually has an advantage over a new opposing nominee. 
There should be time for a relatively new figure, in national terms, 
to show himself and his wares. But the length of time now al- 
lotted is unnecessarily great, especially if a special election is to 
be held to fill only a portion of a regular term., 


The next question is whether a special national election should 
be held as soon as the vice presidency becomes vacant, through the 
death of the president and elevation of the duly elected vice presi- 
dent, or through the death or disability of the vice president him- 
self, or whether it should wait until both the regularly elected 
president and vice president are dead or disabled. 

Would a special election for a vice presi- 


? 
Enough Interest! dent alone sufficiently arouse the interest 


of the electorate—and of the financial contributors and others who 
keep parties going—to yield a genuine national verdict? Or would 
it be better to wait until both the presidency and vice presidency 
are vacant to hold, under an acting president, a special national 
election? These are practical, rather than theoretical, questions. 
Unlike Australia, we do not fine voters who fail to exercise their 
franchise. (In some states we tax them, in advance, if they do 
exercise it.) The light vote in the congressional elections of 1942 
and in many special congressional elections of recent years—elec- 
tions which were mistakenly read to indicate a Republican trend— 
indicates that tests on which full attention is not focused often fail 
to show the true desires of a majority of the electorate. 


A shrewd Republican probably would prefer the special elec- 
tion now of a vice president. If he were really smart, he would 
insist on the nomination of former Gov. Harold L. Stassen, of 
Minnesota, who is emerging from the San Francisco Conference 
as one of the ablest among a galaxy of statesmen. A shrewd Demo- 
crat probably would prefer to wait, hoping that no misfortune over- 
takes President Truman. 

But, whether an election is held when the vice presidency alone 
becomes vacant, or when both the presidency and the vice presi- 
dency do, the method of holding it promptly is the task to which °

This is in reference to the shouts of anger that went up from 
professional labor leaders, crying out about the new labor relations 
bill proposed jointly by Sens. Ball, Minnesota; Burton, Ohio, Repub- 
licans, and Hatch, New Mexico, Democrat. 


Whatever the merits and faults 
of the bill—and it undoubtedly 
has both—it is the question of at- 
titude that is raised here and the 
effect that labor’s carping stand- 
offishness may have, in the long 
run, on its own best interests. 

It is certainly true—and it is 
conceded in most. quarters—that 
there are going to be, and should 
be, some changes in the labor re- 
lations machinery of the govern- 
ment, and perhaps in method and 
approach. This was -. recognized 
by the late President Roosevelt, 
the friend and champion of labor, 
at least to the extent that he saw 
the necessity for pulling together 
the various labor relations agen- 
cies now scattered through the 
government and for co-ordinating 
policy, 

This view is also shared by 
President Truman, and he has in- 
dicated he plans to do something 
about it through reorganization. 
That will be a job for the new 
Secretary of Labor, Lewis B. 
Schwellepbach, former senator and 
federal judge, also a friend of la- 
bor. If introduction of the Ball- 
Burton-Hatch measure did nothing 
more than hasten that reform, it 
would serve a useful purpose. 

It would seem, therefore, that 
labor would be wise to show a 
willingness to come in and co- 
operate in legislation, especially 
considering the sincerity of pur- 
pose of the three senators who 
presented the bill after! long and 
careful study by an outside, dis- 
interested group. 

The three senators are estima- 
ble and respected gentlemen and 
legislators, sympathetic to labor 
and progressive in_ inclination. 
They are not burglars or highway- 
men, as might have been thought 
from the shrieks let out by profes- 
sional labor leaders. 

Labor’s hyper-suspicious atti- 
tude seems unjustified in these 
cases. 

Labor, of course, has had to be 
suspicious. It has a right to look 
any gift horse in the mouth. There 
are those who would like to ex- 
ploit the expected confusing post- 
war era of adjustment to deprive 


labor of some of its gains in the' 


last dozen years. Some of these 
are in congress, as experience has 
shown. They may be expected to 
become increasingly active, both 
in and out of congress. 

But it would appear that labor 
would have more success in beat- 
ing off such attacks if it set its 
own house in order beforehand 
and agreed to certain modifica- 
tions that would protect the em- 
ployer, too, so that groundless 
attacks could make no headway. 

Nor, at this late date, does there 
seem any danger that labor’s fun- 
damental right of collective bar- 
gaining could be disturbed. It is 
too well established, not only in 
the law of the land, but in the 
minds of the people. 

To establish its basic rights 
labor needed a champion and a 
protector when its hard fight be- 
gan in the early years of the New 
Deal. It was proper that govern- 
ment became its guardian for a 
time, considering the prevalence 
of the opposite attitude for so 
long. But now it has grown up 
and is able to stand on its own 
feet. It should not have to de- 
pend upon the whims of any po- 
litical party or group of men in 
office at any particular time, for 
political parties and men in office 
change. It must depend upon its 
own power and organization and 
its sincerity to preserve justice in 
labor relations. 

It has been able to defend its 
rights during the war, when some 
tried to use the war to break 
them down, even though it has not 
achieved some of the social aims it 
espoused in congress. 

What can happen when its ene- 
mies rush in to capitalize on a sud- 
den psychological situation was 
demonstrated in the various provi- 
sions inserted in the Connally- 
Smith “anti-strike” bill by the 
House Military Affairs Committee, 
luckily deleted later on the floor, 
which struck at some of its long- 
recognized rights. Other such sit- 
uations are bound to arise in the 
postwar period. 

Labor should co-operate with its 
friends to set its house in order 
against its enemies.

passed a resolution providing for 
the purchase of 15,000 dogwood 
trees to be placed in the city parks 
and along the streets. These pur- 
chases, we presume, will be made 
in some of the provinces of the 
dogwood empire. Atlantans are 
doubtless possessed with curiosity 
to see what a dogwood looks like. 

In the United States the dog- 
wood thrives over an extensive 
area, the most beautiful of them 
being in South Carolina, particu- 
larly in the vicinity of Charleston. 
We doubt if the hundreds of thou- 
sands of square miles of dogwood 
area will yield to Atlanta’s at- 
tempted hegemony. The United 
Nations conference ought to have 
something to say about it. 

The very idea of a capital of 
dogwooddom is objectionable. The 
tree is at its best in the free and 
independent spaces of nature. Its 
beauty in bloom is that of the 
wild. It glorified the woody vast- 
nesses of America long before 
there was such a place as Atlanta 
—even before there was a Charles- 
ton. But these are things that 
perhaps Atlanta’s city council 
don’t quite understand. 

What puzzles us is why the go- 
getter Georgia metropolis, while it 
was setting up its new empire, 
didn’t declare itself the dogwood 
capital of the world. America, aft- 
er all, is just a small part of this 
globe. 


(Editor’s Note—We sympathize 
with the editor of the Charleston 
Evening Post. The lovely dogwood 


tree, even as he says, thrives over 
hundreds of thousands of square 
miles. But scientists from the may- 
or’s office have conducted an in- 
vestigation, purely scientific and 
entirely free of any bias. We are 
informed that while dogwood is 
beautiful anywhere and every- 
where, only in the Atlanta area, 
where perfect climate and an ex- 
otic blend of pine-scented air pre 
vails, does the dogwood reach ab- 
solute perfection. The blossoms 
are one-eighth of an inch larger 
than those in South Carolina, for 
instance. There also, the excess 
humidity in summer and the acid- 
ulous atmosphere of some South 
Carolina editors has a debilitating 
affect on dogwood in that region, 
a sort of bilious blight. The dog- 
wood in the vicinity of Charleston 
is discouraged dogwood. They all 
lean toward Atlanta as a Moslem 
toward Mecca. The Constitution, 
we hasten to say, does not make 
this statement.

WASHINGTON, June 26.—(UP) 
Tempers flared on the house floor 
today as Rep. Frank B. Keefe, Re- 
publican, Wisconsin, accused Dem- 
ocrats of trying to kill the contro- 
versial fair employment practices 
committee. 


Chairman Mary T. Norton, Dem- 
ocrat, New Jersey, of the house 
labor committee, sponsor of a bill 
to create a permanent FEPC, said 
Keefe had shown there was “an 
unholy alliance between the ap- 
propriations committee and _ the 
rules committee” to keep an FEPC 
appropriation bill off the floor. 


The debate stemmed from a dis- 
pute over the intent of a resolu- 
tion approved by the appropria- 
tions committee—whethér a rec- 
ommendation to give FEPC $125,- 
000 for the coming fiscal year was 
designed to keep it alive or to pro- 
vide funds for its liquidation. 


FEPC will die July 1 unless money | 


is appropriated before then. 


Appropriations Co 1ittee 
Chairman Clarence Cannon, Demo- 
crat, Missouri, said his group fa- 
vored FEPC and intended that the 
money be used to keep it alive for 
three months, pending further con- 
gressional action. 

Keefe then read the resolution, 
emphasizing language that the 
money was provided for the 
“termination” of the agency.

Apparently many of our larger 
business and professional groups 
have either made some plans or 
are planning some plans to handle 
their share of postwar employ- 
ment of veterans. I read an ar- 
ticle a while back which told how 
Ford, Bethlehem Steel, Higgins In- 
dustries, Glenn L. Martin Co. and 
General Motors have a procedure 
like this: 

“Hire every veteran who asks 
for a job, regardless of mental or 
physical handicaps. Inquire inte 
the ambitions and capabilities of 
each, and place him where he can 
best demonstrate his ability te 
earn the highest possible wage. 
In the eyes of the experts, there 
are no disabled men and no jobs 
are created for the handicapped. 
All are fitted into worthwhile 


| jobs.” 


It’s impossible to get my finger 
on all of the studies and plans 
If I could, 
I wouldn’t have time to study 
them or space to write about them, 

But one other I know about is 
that of the American Hotel Asso 
ciation. I had never taken time 
to realize that electricians, butch- 
ers, carpenters, plumbers, engi- 
neers are employed by hotels in 
good numbers. But hotels use 
employes with those skills as well 
as cashiers, room clerks, cooks, 
housekeepers, stewards, etc. 

The hotel association probed the 


problem of fitting veterans into 


hotel jobs. It came up with a 
comprehensive book which shows 
a hotel maneger exactly how to 
make a job analysis in his own 
hotel and how to train both able 
bodied and disabled ex-service

CHILDRED ARE SCIENTIFIC 
Children are very curious about 
the world around them. In fact, 
their incessant barrage of ques- 
tions of the “who-what-where- 
why-when-how” variety are the 
fish’ hooks or interrogation signs 
by which they fish for informa- 
tion concerning this new world in 
which they find themselves. 


Their questions, too, are an in- 
direct form of intelligence test, for 
the non-curious person is either ill, 
mentally dull, or senile. 


As we adults grow disinterest- 
ed in our invironment and con- 
tent to “involute” or grow within 
our shell, we are letting our brains 
grow rusty-from disuse. 


If a child’s query embarrasses 
an adult, that fact usually indi- 
cates the adult is unprepared to 
answer the question properly. 


When you know the correct an- 
swers and can give them as 
smoothly as a star salesman an- 
swers the objections of his pros- 
pect, you never need worry about 
blushing or growing tongue-tied at 
the child’s scientific question: 

“Mother, where did I come 
from?” , 

Many college graduates-and uni- 
versity professors will be some- 
what nonplussed when suddenly 
confronted with such a question. 


That is~simply due to the fact 
that wé haven’t analyzed child 
psychology adequately and then 
fortified ourselves with the cor- 
rect, scientific answers suitable 
for immediate practical purposes. 
INSPIRATION NOT ENOUGH 

Furthermore, we cannot rely on 
inspiration of the moment to get 
along diplomatically and success- 
fully in such social crises. 


Obviously, it is folly to tell a 
child an untruth and concoct some 
bizarre tale about storks bring- 
ing babies, or the doctor’s find- 
ing the baby in a hospital. 

Tell the child the truth, in lan- 
guage which he can understand. 


“In successful salesmanship, ev- 
ery possible objection of the cus- 
tomer is written down, analyzed 
and then answered so precisely 
that the omission of only one 
word from the reply may prevent 


‘!the sale, or the addition of even 
‘+a single word may likewise frus- 


trate it. 


Human relations must be bro- 
ken down, likewise, imto its other 
aspects so parents have precise 
and sure-fire answers for all the 
psychological, questions they re- 
ceive from thir youngsters, 


Tell your child the facts. In- 
form him in advance about the 
new baby. Send for my bulletin, 
“Séx Problems from 2 to 20,” en- 
closing a 3-cent stamped envelope, 
plus a dime.

PHILADELPHIA, June 26.—(/) 
Heavy income tax payments, in- 
cluding those postponed from De- 
cember, 1944, caused the Ameri- 
can public’s liquid savings to drop 
to $8,400,000,000 in the first three 
months of this year, after they 
had reached a record high of $11,- 
800,000,000 in the last quarter of 
1944, it was disclosed today in 
a securities and exchange com- 
mission study. 

Total federal income tax pay- 
ments for individuals during the 
first quarter of 1945 were $7,200,- 
000,000, including approximately 
$1,500,000,000 of fourth-quarter 
1944 taxes. | 

Despite the heavy payments, 
time and savings deposits in- 
creased by the record amount of 
$2,300,000,000, continuing the 
trend established in 1944. 

During the first quarter of 1945, 
individuals added $4,900,000,000 to 
the currency and bank deposits, 
$1,400,000,000 to their holdings of 
UL. S. government securities, $1,- 
000,000,000 to their equity in gov- 
ernment insurance and $900,000.-

Savings invested in government 
securities were substantially less 
than in the preceding quarter, 
mainly because there was no war 
loan drive. 

The public paid off $200,000,000 
of consumer indebtedness, other 
than mortgages and reduced hold- 
ings of corporate securities by 
$800,000,000 largely through sub- 
stantial debt retirement by cor- 
porations. 

Individuals’ demand deposits in- 
creased $2,100,000,000, about the 
same rate as in the last quarter 
of 1944.
